surely will be recorded as a

If it Is possible to blame any 


one element for Rockefeller's 
undoing, It Is that he entered 
the race much too late, 


"It all goes back to March 


21," said former Rep. William 
E, Miller, the 1964 GOP vice- 
presidential nominee, who la- 
bored in Rockefeller's cause 
this Urn?, 


On that chilly spring day in 


Manhattan, 
Rockefeller jolted 


political professionals and dis- 
mayed ardent admirers by an- 
nouncing that he would not seek 
the nomination, 


He had been expected to fill 


the void left by the withdrawal 
of Mlchlpn Gov, George Rom* 
ney, whom Rockefeller had en- 
couraged to carry the so-called 
moderate 
Republican banner 


against Nixon. 


Rockefeller 
had been 
be- 


seeched by a wide variety of in- 
fluential Republicans across the 
nation, Including several gover- 
nors, to declare his candidacy. 
They had taken his many pre- 
vious disclaimers of Interest as 
stalling tactics and had as- 
sumed he would now agree that 
the time had come to make his 
move. 


Not quite six weeks later, 


Rockefeller went before another 
news conference, this time in 
Albany, N.Y., and declared that 
he had ch&aged his mind—he 
now would pursue the nomina- 
tion with "all my heart." 


But damage had been done to 


his prospects. He not only lost 
valuable 
campaign 
time 
but 


also the allegiance of support- 
ers. 


If Rockefeller came In too 


late, It certainly WAS not with 
too little. 


The multimillionaire mounted 


a campaign fueled by lavish ex- 
penditures of money and ener- 
gy. 


He poured millions of dollars 


— the latest estimate is $5 mil- 
lion, but rivals believe the fig- 
ure Is much higher— Into a daz- 
zling advertising campaign, a 
heavily staffed campaign ,h.eajj- 
quarters arid a jet-powered air 
caravan that criss-crossed the 
nation many times. 


Rockefeller pitched for sup- 


port through an outpouring of 
professionally produced televi- 
sion spot commercials and a 
series of full-page ads In major 
newspapers 
throughout 
the 


country. 


He 
wanted 
to 
show his 


strength In public opinion polls 
and 
thereby 
persuade party 


leaders that he was the candi- 
date they needed for a sweeping 
GOP victory In November. Aft- 
er a faltering start, the polls 
gradually 
began to turn his 


way. 


But the serious problem of be- 


lated entry evidenced Itself In 
Rockefeller's Inability to recap- 
ture the loyalty of some of his 
original backers. 


Maryland Gov. Splro T. Ag- 


new, who had led the effort to 
draw Rockefeller Into the race 
was a key example. Agnew was 
said to have soured on Rockefel- 
ler after the March 21 state- 
ment. 


Agnew spurned Rockefeller's 


plea to keep the Maryland dele- 
gation neutral and instead nomi- 
nated Nixon. 


Massachusetts Gov. John A. 


Volpe, another who had spoken 
out for Rockefeller In the early 
going, seconded Nixon's nomi- 
nation, 


Rockefeller also had trouble 


convincing rank-and-file dele- 
gates that they should ignore 
their inclinations toward Nixon 
In fevor of a more-likely winner 
— himself, 


The defeated candidate told a

A fleet of 200helicopters land- 


ed more than 3,000 soldiers of 
the U.S. 101st Air Cavalry Divi- 
sion and the Vietnamese 1st In- 
fantry Division In the valley In 
the northern part of South Viet- 
nam Sunday and Monday, but 
announcement of the operation 
was withheld until today for se- 
curity reasons. 


The U.S. Command in Saigon 


said the allied force has met 
with "minimal resistance" so 
far. Probably warned by the 
heavy air activity that preceded 
the Invasion, the North Viet- 
namese presumably pulled back 
across the nearby Laotian bor- 
der. 


U.S. 
headquarters 
reported 


that 15 North Vietnamese troops 
had been killed in the first, four 
days of the operation. U.S. loss- 
es were two dead and 22 wound- 
ed, while eight South Viet- 
namese were killed and 18 
wounded. 


Three 
helicopter 
gunships 


were shot down during-thVfirst 
minutes1 of the massive assault 
by 200 tro6p-caTryingxhelicOp- 
ters and their escorts. One 
crashed and burned, killing a 
crewman and injuring three oth- 
ers. But the antiaircraft fire 
was scanty compared to the 
heavy barrages that destroyed 
or damaged 129 U.S. helicopters 
during the first invasion of the 
valley in April.
